We hope the whole country will 
unite in the solemn observance, and bend de- 
voutly before the throne of Almighty Gtd, 
imploring him to avert our national calami- 
ties, restore peace to our land, re-establish the 
olden ties of fraternal affection, and rekindle 
the fires of devotion upon the altars of patri- 
otism. 

Thi Yazoo Rivkb. — As interest, now cen- 
tres on this river, in connection with the op- 
erations against Vicksburg, and the flegt of 
gunboats has crossed the swamps and bayous 
above that city, penetrating to Deer Creek, 
which is a crooked stream or bayou leading 
from the Mississippi swamps near Prentits 
and Napoleon to the Yazoo river, not far 
above Vicksburg, it is necessary for a thor- 
ough understanding of these various expedi- 
tions to know the general character of the 
country. The New York Journal of Com- 
merce says the Mississippi, from Cairo to the 
Gulf, run3 through a succession of vast swamps 
and low lands liable to submersion. The land 
everywhere slopes away from the bank of the 
Mississippi for many miles. From Cairo to 
lelena the river runs near the eastern edge 
of the swamps, which extend from twenty to 
sixty miles away west of the river. Near 
Helena the river traverses the line of swamps, 
and thence to Vicksburg it runs neuter the 
western side, and they again stretch off to the 
eastward. The Yazoo river runs through the 
eastern part of these swamps. Formerly the 
Mississippi, at high water, discharged some 
of its surplus floods into the swamps 
opposite Helena, and this discharge ran 
through the Yazoo Pass into the Cold- 
water, down to the Tallahatchie, then into 
the Yazoo, and thus back into the Missis- 
sippi just above Vicksburg— the side current 
thus traversing, by crooks and bends, a dis- 
tance of more than four hundred miles befoie 
it returned into the main stream. A levee 
was built forbidding fhie flow of water into 
the Yazoo Pass and Moon Lake, and there- 
upon the swamps grew thick and the growth 
of trees closed over the old pass. Through 
this the Yazoo Pass expedition has forced its 
adventurous way. Below this point there 
were similar diversions of the current of the 
river at various points. The whole country 
between the Mississippi and the line of tbo 
Coldwater, Tallahatchie, and Yazoo is known 
as the Yazoo Bottom. It includes, according 
to the admirable report of Capt. Humphreys 
and Lieut. Abbott, 13,853 square miles of land. 
Of this, 6,800 are bottom lands liable to be 
submerged, 6,740 are lands draining into the 
bottom, and 310 are ridges of high land. The 
entire Yazoo Bottom is about 200 miles in 
length from north to south, and less than 80 
in breadth at the widest point, near Green- 
wood. But the rivers which inclose it, the 
Mississippi on the west, and the Yazoo and 
tributaries on the east, travel vastly more 
than 200 miles between their point of virtual 
separation, ten miles below Helena, and their 
reunion at Vicksburg. By the Coldwater, 
Tallahatchie, and Yazoo, it is 500 miles from 
Horn Lake to Vicksburg, and from the Yazoo 
Pass about 50 miles less. The Yazoo is al- 
ways navigable for steamers up to Green- 
wood, which is 240 miles from tbe mouth. 
One ridge of high lan runs Dorth and south 
throught part of the Yazoo Bottom, but ex- 
tends only from Moon Lake to a point twenty- 
miles below Greenwood. The village of Mc- 
Nutt is on this ridge. Below and west of this 
ridge the swamps sometimes change into 
lakes, and streams like Steele’s Bayou, Bogue 
Falaya, Sunflower River, Issaquena, or Deer 
Creek, and a dozen others wind tortuous and 
sluggish courses through the desolation. 
When, as now, the Mississippi is high, boats 
drawing but a few feet of water may push 
their way in all directions through tbe 
swamps, where the trees will allow; and 
taking advantage of this fact, a second expe- 
dition has suddenly penetrated the morasses 
and emerged In the Yazoo 'River not many 
miles above Vicksburg. But we are informed 
that this expedition, instead of directing its 
attention to Haines’s Bluffs, the fortifications 
of Vicksburg on the Yazoo, has gone north 
toward Yazoo, by which seems to be implied 
Yazoo City. If so the intention is to co- 
operate with the Yazoo Pass expedition in 
reducing to Union possession the whole line 
of the Yazoo River. As we have already ri - 
marked that the Yazoo River runs on the 
east side of the swamp3, it will be seen that 
the possession of the river would give us au 
opening to place on the high lands of Missir- 
sippi, forces which can march down to the 
Blackwater and cut off tho eastern railway 
commancations of Vicksburg. 

The great American war opens constantly 
new ideas in regard to mtlitary operation:-. 
This penetrating of vast swamps, with iror- 
clad gunboats leading transports loaded with 
troops, Is something novel and astonishing. 
There is a boldness about it which is start- 
ling. The American soldier, lying’, on the 
Mississippi in his boats, sees the current flow- 
ing between the high levees, and looks over 
the embankment into the dark cypress swamp s 
which stretch away unexplored toward other 
rivers in the interior. He cuts the bank, and, 
following the flood, heads his boat for tho 
rushing current, is off on a new tack into 
tbe morasses of tbe Mississippi, !and, pushing 
on through swamp and bayou and lake and 
creek, emerges on the Yazoo in full panoply 
of war.

Gen. Mieroslawski. — T nc London Star’s 
Paris correspondent thus describes the charac- 
ter and habits of Gen. Mieroslawski, who has 
gone to Poland to fake command of tbe pat- 
riots: 

It has been stated that Gen. Mieroslawski 
left Paris to join the insurgents. In reality be 
left it nearly eighteen months ago for the pur- 
pore of being freer to act against Russia with 
the Polish exiles and Russian malcontents both 
at home and abroad. On account of his rela- 
tions in 1860 with the Garihaldians be selected 
Italy for h>s temporary place of abode. Aud 
in consequence of the gallantry he displayed 
when serving under Garibaldi in Sicily, tbe 
national party in the northern towns, especial- 
ly in Genoa, teat him every assistance in their 
power. He fixed his headquarters in the lat- 
ter, and when there drilled a regiment of Polish 
youths, as well as corresponded with the Cen- 
iral Committee of Warsaw. Mieroslawski is 
quite the man of action. His quickness of per- 
ception is quite phenomenal, asis also his dis- 
cernment of character. He is as great a snutf- 
laker as the Due de Vendome, and not more 
remarkable for personal cleanliness. 

When in Paris he was a frequent guest of 
Prince Napoleon, for whose talents he pro- 
fessed an admiration quite unfeigned, for he 
constantly reproached his Imperial Highness 
with his inordinate love of a good table and 
the ipactive life he leads. Both used indeed 
to reproach each other with their want of 
manners. “Prince pourquo in’etes vous pas 
mieux eleve?" ihe Geueral would sometimes 
ask, when the pers'inage thus interrogated 
had acted as be should not in the salon of tbe 
Princess; and tbe Prince not unfrequently 
thought that he hail in the same place reason 
to say, “Genera!, tu es diahlement grossier.” 
The apology one made was that he was 
“never brought up at all," but allowed to run 
at pleasure about the streets of Florenoe, as 
tlje late Prince Jerome was too much ab- 
sorbed iu dreaming of the pest glories of his 
family to think of attending to the education 
of his children, and the Princess Catherine, 
his wife, only taught them the history of 
their German ancestors; while the General 
pleaded a soldier’s life as an excuse for his 
camp manners. 

IMPORTANT DECISION UNDER THE EXCISE 
TAX LAW. 

Louisville, March 23, 1863. 
Hon. C. F. Estes, Acting Commissioner Inter- 
nal Revenue, Washington, D. C : 

Sir: I would respectfully propound the fol- 
lowing questions: 

1. In section 1, page 7, of the amended law 
13 a provision in relation to tailors, boot and 
shoe makers, milliners, and dressmakers ex- 
empting from tax $1,000 worth of work. 
When must the $1,000 alluded to commence, 
or at what period must the manufacturers 
aforesaid date their account of the manufac- 
ture of the $1,000 thus exempt? 

2. In ihe case ot the tailors, dressmakers, 
and milliners, mentioned in the above section, 
must the articles made from materials furnish- 
ed by their customers be included in the 
$1,000? And must a duty afterwards be paid 
on articles made from materials furnished by 
the customers of the parties, or must the duty 
of one per cent he paid only on articles lur- 
nished wholly by the manufacturer? 

3. Milliners make bonnets on frames, which 
frames they purchas" ready-made. These bon- 
nets are made of silk, worsted, velvet, and 
other materials of a like character. 1 under- 
stand that all this class of bonnets are to be 
assessed and returned at their full value when 
sold, but the milliners also trim and prepare 
straw and leghorn bonnets, and, in some cases, 
this forms the largest part of their business, 
lleretolore, under decision No. 50, this latter 
part of their business has been exempt from 
tax under the law. Is it intended that this 
shall continue to be the case?

Sir: In answer to the several questions 
submitted I have to say : 

I. Clothing, k c , mentioned on page seven 
of the amendatory act. must be sold or re- 
moved to others than agents, after tbe passage 
of that act, in order to come within the pro- 
visions thereof. Clothing sold or removed as 
above previous to March 3d should be taxed 
under the act of July 1st, 1862. 

II. Where one party furnishes the materials, 
or any part thereof, aud another party is em- 
ployed to manufacture, make, or finish the 
goods, wares, merchandise, or articles, the 
value of the materials will be included as a 
part of the thousand dollars exempted by act 
o i March 3d. 

II. The minufacturer of bonnets who sells 
his products in the rough, will pay tax 
upon tbe value of the same when sold by him, 
aud the person who finishes them will pay tax 
upon their value when finished. Foreign hats 
and bonnets that are merely trimmed are ex- 
empt from taxation as manufactures, but when 
cut or changed in shape or style arc to be 
treated as manufactures, and as such are 
taxable.

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas the Senate of the United States, 
devoutly recognizing the Supreme Authority 
and just Government of Almighty God, in all 
the affairs of men and of nations, has, by a 
resolution, requested the Presidentto designate 
and set apart a day for National prayer and 
humiliation: 

And whereas it is the duty of nations, as 
well as of men, to own their dependence upon 
the overruling power of God, to confess their 
sins and transgressions, in humble sorrow, yet 
with assured hope that genuine repentance 
will lead to mercy and pardon, and to recog- 
nize the 8ublimo truth, announced in the Holy 
Scriptures and proven by all history, that those 
nations are only blessed whose God is the 
Lord: 

And, insomuch as we know that, by His 
divine law, nations, like individuals, are sub- 
jected to punishments aud chastisements in 
this world, may we not justly fear that the 
awful calamity of civil war, which now deso- 
lates the land, may be but a punishment in- 
flicted upon us for our presumptuous sins, to 
tho needful end of our national reformation 
as a whole people? We have been the reci- 
pients of the choicest bounties of Heaven. 
We have been preserved, these many years, in 
peace and prosperity. We have grown in 
numbers, wealth, and power as no other na- 
tion has ever grown. Bat we have forgotten 
God. We have forgotten the gracious hand 
which preserved us iu peace, aud multiplied 
and enriched and strengthened us; and wc 
have vainly imagined, in the deceitfulncss of 
our hearts, that all these blessings were pro- 
duced by some superior wisdom and virtue of 
our own. Intoxicated with unbroken success, 
we have become too self sufficient to feel the 
necessity of redeeming and preserving grace, 
too proud to pray to the God that made us! 

it behooves us, tbeo, to humble ourselves 
before the offended Power, to confess our na- 
tional sins, and to pray for clemency and for- 
giveness. 

Now, therefore, in compliance with the re- 
quest, and fully concurring in the views of 
the Senate, I do, by this my proclamation, 
designate and set apart Thursday, the 30th 
day of April, 1863, as a day of national hu- 
miliation, fasting, aud prayer. And I do 
hereby request all the people to abstain on 
that day trom their ordinary secular pursuits, 
and to unite, at their several places of public 
worship and their respective homes, in keep- 
ing the day holy to the Lord, and devoted to 
the humble discharge of the religious duties 
proper to that solemn occasion. 

All this being done, in sincerity and truth, 
let us then rest humbly in the hope, authori- 
zed by the Divine teachings, that the united 
cry of the Nation will he heard on high, and 
answered with blessings, no less than the par- 
don of our national sins, and restoration of 
our now divided and suffering country to its 
former happy condition of unity aud peace. 

In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my 
hand, and caused the seal of tho United States 
to be affixed.

From Vicksruug. — C apt. S. F. Eaton, of the 
67th Indiana Regiment, nrrived in Indianapo- 
lis, on Wednesday morning, direct from Vicks- 
burg, whence he started just one week before 
—Wednesday, the 25th ult. — and brings news 
to the Journal nearly as late and more trust- 
worthy than tbe telegraphic reports. The 
running of the blockade by tbe Lancaster aod 
Switzerland was attempted the day he left, 
but the result was not known. The abandon- 
ment of the expedition up Steele's Bayou to 
tbe rear of the rebel works at Haines’s Bluff, 
as reported by telegraph, he does "not believe. 
He says he knows directly from Gen. Grant 
that the utmost confidence is felt in the suc- 
cess of the expedition, and that, at head- 
quarters, it was reported and believed that 
Sherman was then in the rear of Vicks- 
burg with 15,000 men. Of the Yazoo Pass 
expedition nothing had been heard lately 
when he left. We may explain here, for 
the benefit of a few readers who have not 
kept the run of these attempts to get on the 
“blind side” of Vicksburg, that the Yszoo 
Pass expedition is a different affair altogether, 
and operating at a different point, from the 
expedition up Steele’s Bayou. The first start- 
ed out of the Mississippi, on the east side, a 
few miles below Helena, through the Past, 
and entered a series of lakes and rivers which 
had to be cleared of logs and trees to allow 
the boats to piss, and finally landed at Green- 
wood or Fort Pemberton, on the Tallahatchie, 
one of the two streams that unite near Fort 
Pemberton to form tbe Yazoo; there, so far as 
is now known, it is detained by the resistance 
of the rebel fortifications, if it has not been 
given up, as i3 not improbable. It is under 
the command of Gen. Ross, and its object is 
to plant a force at Yazoo City, in the rear of 
Vicksbmg, to cut off rebel communications, 
and co-operate with an attack in front. The 
other expedition is commanded hv General 
Sherman, and is accompanied by Porter's 
iron-clads, and moved out of the Mississippi 
but a few miles above Vicksburg, into Steele's 
Bayou, which communicates by a net work 
of low sluggish bayous, intersecting that de- 
lectable region, with the Sunflower, a largo 
branch of the Yazoo, through which it was 
hoped our forces w >.uld be enabled to land 
above the fortifications at Haines’s Bluff, and 
take them in the rear. Both are aiming at 
points on the same river, but when last heard 
from they were a good many miles apart. 
The latter is the one reported to have tieen 
abandoned. 

Of tbe condition of our troops at Vicksburg 
Captain Eaton speaks in very warm terms. 
The men, he says, were never so well, so well 
cared for, in so good discipline, in better spir- 
its, or so anxious to he at work. The army, 
ho thinks, is far more effective now than it 
was last winter, when it was stronger in num ■ 
bers. There are more men fit for duty in it, 
and fewer who can be an incumbrance. 
The canal opposite Vicksburg, he says, is a 
failure. The current in it is sluggish, aDd the 
force of the stream Btrikes the bank so far 
above the entrance of the canal that no extent 
of high water will ever make a strong current 
through it. Coal barges aud light vessels can 
run down it, hat nothing of any greater size. 
As to the condition ot the rebel force in Vicks- 
burg, he says we receive abundance of news 
from deserters, hut it is net safe to believe it 
all. Tho day he left six deserters came in, 
who had floated down and across tbe Missis- 
sippi from Vicksburg, on planks, to our lines, 
and they reported that the rebels had been, 
for several days, busy in removing their heavy 
ordnMice into the interior, and were mani- 
festly getting ready to get out. There are 
plenty of provisions, such as they are, in the 

r lace. Corn meal is abundant, and pork bad- 
y salted, and often spoiled, is plenty enough. 
Beef is lather less abundant, and a good part 
Of what they have is three or four years old, 
and not fit to eat. Since the destruction of 
the railroad opposite V icksburg, into the in- 
terior of Louisiana, their supplies have had 
to come down Red River, and now that is cut 
off they are left without ftesh meat of any 
kind, and reduced to corn-bread and bad pork. 
How long they can subsist in this way our 
men have no way of knowing. The story of 
the evacuation is not credited in the army, 
and we don't see that there are any reasons 
outside of the very infirm evidence of a de- 
serter's story to strengthen it. If it is evacu- 
ated the forces will be concentrated against 
Rosecrans, to run over him, and make for the 
supplies in Cincinnati and Louisville, but that 
Bort of a junction of the rebel armies in not 
near enough to justify speculation about it. 

— The New York 
correspondent of the Philadelphia Press thus

Now and Tue.n. — T he Louisville Democrat, 
on the eve of Che election of last August, put 
forth the following article : 

It is understood that men who are not loyal 
to the State of Kentucky and the Federal 
Government shall not be candidates tor offices 
in this Slate; but a correspondent mentions a 
"case in one locality where the candidates have 
both been Union men heretofore. The differ- 
ence is this: One is using fabulous amounts 
of money, aqd the contributors to the fund are 
chiefly secesh, the amounts being sufficient to 
enow mat it is a matter of more than mere 
feeling. In such a case, what ought to be done? 
Let our correspondent present ihe proof ol 
thdse facts to General Boyle, and we gne;s be 
will see what to do. All parties to this affair 
ought to be jugged. Gar opinion is, that toe 
man who would dare attempt to buy his way 
to office by pandering to the venality of voters 
ought to be sent to tbe penitentiary, and stay 
there tbe rest of his life, even if there wete 
no other offence covered up in the transac ion. 

The Democrat here took the position, as the 
public will observe, that a Union man who 
Was a candidate for office against another 
Union man, but who was supported by seces 
sionists with a zeal which evinced that their 
interest in his election was “a matter of more 
than mete iceling,'' ought not to be permitted 
to run. It regarded the circumstances attend 
ing his candidatesbipas furnishing satisfactory 
proof that he was not a loyal tuan, and de- 
clared accordingly that he should not be ai~ 
lowed to stand for office. Ifi short, it gave 
General Boyle the strongest kind of a hint that 
tbe Union man in question was the Attest kind 
of a subject to bi dealt with by the mi.iiarj 
authorities. Whether or not General Boyle 
acted upon the hint we do not know : 
but, if he did not, it was certainly not 
the fault of tbe Democrat. This was 
tuen. Now, however, when the same 
case is presented a thousandfold stronger in 
the candidateship of Mr. Kaye against Mr. 
Crawford for the Mayoralty of the city of Lou- 
isville, tbe Democrat, instead of denouncing as 
disloyal the candidate of tbe secessionists and

0- 
course it supports the secession candidate 
The Democrat in this is perfectly true to its 
present position, though in its present posilioL 
it is untrue to itself and untrue to the country. 
Loyal men of Louisville! be you this day, 
unlike the Democrat, true to yourselves ana 
true to your country. Close up your ranks, 
stand firm, and act harmoniously. Strive to 
exceed the highest of your past achievements 
Pile up such a towering vote for the Union 
candidate, the incorruptible and sterling Craw- 
ford, as will tell to all parts of the land that 
Louisville is still, what she has been from the 
beginning, the banner Union city of the ban- 
ner Union State of the South.

wcll as principle, requires that Kentucky shai 
await the process of reform, which is slow 
but sure, and refrain from all unlawful ana 
unconstitutional act3 wnich have already 
brought tTrrible calamities upon tbe country ; 
whilst we invoke the aid of all patriotic men 
to avert the evils that threaten our free iu.-ti- 
tutions. 

And tbe same thing was thus presented by 
you yourself, neighbor, in the Democrat of the 
10th of last February, -less than two months 

ago: 

Now, Kentucky has one of three courses to 
take. She must submit to aboliuonism aim 
the policy of ihe Administration; or she mun 
join the rebels and give up the Union; or sb' 
must stand by the Northern Democracy, pu 
down abolitionism by the ballot-box. and re 
store the Constituiion as well as the Union. 

This last cour.-e her self-respect dictates. If 
success is possible, if not plausible. It in- 
volves no destruction of any right of am 
State, ne subjugation or extermination, un 
lees the rebels are insane enough to tight loi 
no object. 

This a few weeks ago you said was the thing 
to do, and you said there was no ether thing 
to do, except -‘submit to aboluiooism and th. 
policy of the Administration” or “join tL, 
rebels and give up the Union.” Nevertheless, 
this thing you now repudiate- We leaieth 
public to say for which of the two remaining 
things you have declaied. 

As to ourselves, we abide faithfully by the 
thing for which we first declare, i, lor which 
our neighbor of the Democrat first deciareu 
also and which he never declared against uu 
til a month or two ago, for which the Umoi 
parly ot Kentucky has fonuaby dtclared, ann 
to which the great conservative party of tin 
North is not more solemnly plrdged thai, 
firmly devoted. Such is our position. Tnere 
is but one thing to do, and ihat is vigorously to 
prosecute the war until the rebellion is put 
down, and correct the misdeeds of the Admin- 
istration as fast and as thoroughly- as possible 
through the process of reform.

Who Cannot Vote — We call tho attention 
of all to the following act of the Legislature 
of Kentucky ameDdatory of chapter 15 of the 
“Revised Statutes" entitled “Citizens, Exptt 
trialion, and Aliens.” It was passed March 
II, 1862 over the veto of Gov. Magoffin, and 
went into effect April 10, succeeding. 

See. 1. Beit enacted by tbe General Assembly 
’ f the Commonwealth of Kentucky , That any 
c itizen of this State who shall enter into thi 
fervioe of the so-called Confederate States, 
in either a civil or military capacity, or into 
the sirvice of the so called Provisional Gov 
raiment of Kfnturky, in ei'her a civil or 
military capacity, or having heretofore en 
tered such service of either the Confederate 
States or Provisional Government, shall con- 
tinue in such service after this act takes effect, 
or shall take tip or continue in arms agains' 
the military forces of the United States or State 
of Kentucky, or shall give voluntary aid an- 
istsnee to those in arms Hgainst said forces 
shall be deemed to bave expatriated himself, 
and shall no longer be a citizen of Kentucky, 
nor shall lie again be a citizen, except hy per 
mission of the Legislature, by a general or 
statute. 

Sec. 2. That whenever a person attempts, or 
is called on to exercise anvof the constitu- 
tional or legal rights and privileges belonging 
only to citizens of Kentucky, he may be re- 
quired to negative on oath the expatriatioi 
p-ovided in the first section of this act: and 
ion his failure or refusal to do so, shall no 1 
■ permitted to exercise any such right o: 
privilege. 

Sec. 3. This act to be of force in thirty days 
from nnd after its passage. 

Shameful Outrage. — T hree Federal sol 
diers attacked Dr. Rudd as he left his office, 
on Jefferson street, near First, about lOo clock 
on Thursday night, and, as he was not pre- 
pared to resist them, he retreated to his office 
ain. As he passed in one ol the men fired 
upon him, the ball passing through the door 
id lodging in a book-case. The Doctor 
proceeded up stairs, and, throwing up the 
window, asked his assailants to explain the 
object of the visit. The solders replied tha 
hey were authorized to search the office, to 
which the Doctor submitted. After they had 
made the search, the soldiers arrested Doctor? 
Rudd, Moore, and Allen, and marched them 
off to the Military Prison, immediately taking 
leave themselves. As there was no authority 
for the arrest, the three gentlemen were 
promptly discharged. An effort will be made 
by the military authorities to ferret out the 
perpetrators of this outrage. 

gtgy* Major General Burnside passed through 
Frankfort on Thursday oh his way to Lexing- 
ton, where be will have an interview with 
Gen. Gilmore. We are hapny to learn from 
the Commonwealth that it is the intention of 
Gen. Burnside to establish his headquarters in 
Kentucky, where he can give his personal 
superintendence to the duties of bis office. 
This, we agree with our contemporary, is 
highly encouraging. His presence will give 
vigor and success to his efforts to defend Ken- 
tucky, and his wise and firm policy will tend 
greatly to discomfit the secessionists. It is a 
cause of general satisfaction that we have a Gen- 
eral who is not only well qualified for his po- 
rtion, but has the moral courage to discharge 
all his duties. In whatever capacity he may 
act, whether at “headquarters” or at the head 
of charging columns, he will add new laurels 
to his already wide-spread reputation. 

Affairs on the Bio Sandy. — O n Thursday 
of last week General White, at Louisa, sent 
out a detachment of cavalr; under command 
of Col. Galup on a mountain 6cout, and about 
eight miles from town they ran into a detach- 
ment of cavalry under Gen. Marshall. A let- 
ter to the Cincinnati Commercial says a skir- 
mish ensued with the loss of one of our men, 
but none wounded. There was some skir- 
mishing all night and the day following, our 
cavalry falling back in order, trying to get the 
rebs in range ol the artillery, but did not suc- 
ceed iti so doing. Our forcos retired to camp, 
and the enemy struck fire about two miles 
from our camp, and at night retreated in haste, 
aDd our cavalry started in pursuit. The ene- 
my’s loss was seven killed and some wound- 
ed.

Co- 
ree followed him and thinks he wounded this 
one also. On returning he found that the 
man left in the house had made his escape. We 
learn that these same villains captured an- 
other soldier before this affair and took his 
horse and arms and then paroled him.

ARRIVAL OF THE STEAMER CANADA. 

Halifax. April 3. 

The steamship Canada, from L’verpool on 
the 21at, via Queenstown on the 22J arrived 
here this afternoon, having been detained off 
the harbor since this moin ng by fop 

The steamers City of Cork and Louisiana 
would leave Liverpool shortly after the Cana- 
da for Ntw I ork. The former, would call at 
Queenstown, sailing thence. on the 22d. 

The departure of the Great Eastern is post- 
poned until the 18th of April. 

The ship Washington, front Callais for Ant- 
werp, arrived at Southampton on the 20th 
having been captured by tbe pirate Alabama 
on Ute ' 20th February, but was released on a 
bond for $50,000. She brought the crews of 
the ship3 Golden Eagle, Oliver, Jane, and the 
Palmetto State, burnt by the Alabama. 

The Contederate loan would clo-e at one 
o clock F . M. ou the 21st, the bids having 
greatly exceeded the amount needed, particu- 
larly in London. Report says the applications 
m Liverpool were not very heavy, and there 
was considerable dirtereuce of opinion there as 
to the merits of the scheme. 

Paris telegrams say the loan wa 3 quite the 
rage there. 

The Times’ city article says very little polit- 
ical feeling is manifested in tbe business, and 
it seems evident, so fur as Loudon is con- 
cerned, that it is viewed as a cotton specula- 
tion. The atti actions it possesses are to be 
found in other respects. There can be no 
doubt that a majority* of ihe merchants and 
capitalists would have wished it had bor-n in 
trod need. As the affair will not be officially 
recognized on Change, tho dealers agreed 
among themselves to fix the 24th ot April as 
the settling day. 

The Londou Star cannot believe bona fide 
investors will be found to lake the loan even 
at par without better security than that offered 
in the hypothecation of cotton, which it mav 
never be in the power of Jeff D ivis & Co to 
deliver. 

The Daily N^ws elitorially denounces the 
loan. Those who sub-^rrib'* to the loan are 
aiding nnd abettin;: tho rebellion, and th** 
slave power in a direct and most emphatic 
manner. And all who have an enlightened 
regard for the true reputation of En riu'.d will 
*■•*?« rd this open assistance to tr flickers in 

-mn flesh as a disgrace to the English Ex 
e iange. 

re was rather less exci*eraent in regard 
to the loan on Friday, the 20; h, and a*ter. a»«d 
ching at 6j$d, nnd closed that d v at 4j^@ 
4^1 prrminni. The hidscreached ten million 
pounds sterling, and were exot r ’ed «o be from 
fifteen to eighteen millions at the close. 

In h** House Layard, in reply/to an inqui- 
ry, paid since the breaking out or' the civil 
w nr in America, communication between the 
British Government and »!i *,t of the United 
iSta'es iu r f*rence to the Island of San Juan 
had been pu^pended. 

The bill reducing tobacco duties had passed 
through tbe Committee. 

France . — The Times’ Paris correspondent 
writes that the news from Cochin China is hy 
no means satisfactory, and reinforcements are 
earnestly asked for by the commander of the 
French forces. General Ferrey is making the 
game demand fro n Mexico, where it is said 
6,000 more men are required. 

The coming eleciijns cause much anxiety 
to the Government. 

Poland — The debate in the French Sena f e 
on Po ish rffa'in rot c'udei on tbe 19th. M. 
Billanct, on behalf of the Government, paid 
that a fresh insurrection c*n oily bring 
fresh misfortunes, and it is neither good, use- i 
ful, nor humane to encourage it. If tbe 
French Government persists in this language, 
it i6 necessary, he said, to mistrust popular im- 
pulses. Asperatious for liberty were mani- 
festing themselves everywhere, nnd made 
power more accessible to the voice which has 
been raised in favor of Poland. For this rea- 
son, he continued, Russia has rrp'ied tte 
commission of France hy benevolent words, 
premising concession and amnesty. The oid 
distrust of Europe towards France exists no 
longer. If it should happen that the destiny 
of Poland must be settled by Congress, there 
is no doubt the voice of Franco would be lis- 
tened to. 

M billanct mentioned the precedent* of the 
Senate on similar oeca3ion?, and asked that 
the order of the day be adopted. The Senate 
could not hesitate between referring the peti- 
tions to *he Minister of Foreign Affairs, accom- 
panied by its reasons for so doing — a course 
which perhaps implied a risk of war — and pass- 
ing the order of the day, thereby express- 
ing confidence in the wisdom and firmness of 
the Emperor. Much cheering followed M. 
B llanet‘s speech. The Senate Then passed the 
order of tbe day by a vote of 109 against IT. 

A demonstration in favor of Poland had 
taken place in Paris. 

Paris — The Paris Moniteur and London 
Times regard the news from Poland as show- 
ing that the insurrection is becoming general.

Clark, thb Seoul. — Leonard Clark who 
wai captured witn Ur. Wm. B Fle caerat Big 
Springs, Western Virgiaia. two years ago, 
wis exchanged on the 2I)t ult. He was a cit- 
izen of Virginia, and Sorve-i in an important 
oapaoity under Genera s McClellan, Morris, 
aud Reynolds. Alter his capture be and Doc- 
tor Fletcher were to be tried as «piea, but 
Clark was fir-t to be arraigned on the charge 
of rrea^ou by the civil authorities. General 
Dowaey’s order was: “If be wa* not executed 
as a traitor to return him to me military au- 
thority, and that would tiuish him.” He w is 
removed from Huater-ville, where born wire 
ooufiued, bound to a horse w:»h ropes, uudtr 
a strong guard of ca^ilry. This w*m the last 
Dr. Fletcher knew definitely of him, until 
some time in :iovemb-r Jast, when he learned 
his place of imprisonment and immediatel re- 
newed his efforts to procure bis release, Hnd 
finally, a few days since, et>joyed"the pleasure of 
meetiog the noble patriot aiive and well after 
a separation of twenty months. Mr. Cl irk 
says that after leaving Huntersville he was 
taken to Covington and put in j til. He soon 
made friends there, and* was kindly treated, 
among other things being well supplied with 
books. The childien of ihe village often c-une 
to see him, and he, to pay them for their pleas- 
AQt visitations, drew them pictures Our 
troops coming too near Covington, he was re- 
moved to FincHstle, still farther in the iutenor 
of the Stare, where he remained without atrial 
till August last. 

We was cleared of the charge of treason be- 
cause he could not be indicted and tried out- 
side of the county in which he was captured. 

The Clerk of the Court gave him his free- 
dom and acquittal, and Clark star ed home. 
But. new trials awaited him. A journey of 
some two hundred miles over tne moi ntain 
wilds of Virginia was before him. He had no 
money and hi3 feet were unused to ihe hard 
roads; besides, almost every person he met 
demanded his pass, but the acquittal of the 
Court being produced, he was allowed to pass 
on. Thus, after many days of hardship, he 
arrived, worn out, sick, and foot- 90 re, in the 
little town of Millhorougb, where he showed 
hi* papers to tne Provost M irsbal, aud was 
kindiy treated to food and a go >d bed. Dur- 
ing the night, while he was sound as!e< p, a 
rebel Lieutenant arrived, and learned by acci- 
cident that Clark w is there. He immediately 
arrester! him, saying that his pats was a 
forgery, and that Leon. Cla k whs too dan- 
gerous a man t*« be at large Mr. Clark whs 
then taken to Stuint m and put in the Court- 
house, where he found two other prisoners, 
whom be assisted to m ke their escape, but 
did not try to go himself because of his lame- 
ness. He was th-u removed to Oa-tle Thun- 
der. io Richmond, where be suffered much, 
wi«h other political prisoners. With him, as 
with Dr Fletcher, through ’ the confusion of 
affairs, and carelessness of officials, the charge 
of being a spy was lo?t. Clark was often a*k- 
! ed to take the oath, and become an officer in 
j the C S. A., but be refused to the last, and 
1 was fiaaliy exchanged with the 119 recently 
| released political prisoners, 
j Dr t). met many old prison acquaintances, 

‘ and listened to many a s-id story of hardship 
and sorrow. Wi h one voice ail tbe political 
prisoners proclaim iheir dete6ia» ion of trie rebel 
Governm-nt, and their determination to live 
and die fighting for their homes, wb ch are 
now in the Confederate li es.

Bermuda advices to the 25th ult. are received. 
The Hamilton Mirror of the 25th says the 
steamer Cor nubia, from Wilmington, N. C, 
with 314 bales of cotton, arrived atSt. George’s 
on Sunday last. 

The steamer Gen Beauregard four days 
from Charleston, with 1,000 bales of cotton, 
aruvedatSt. George's on Monday evening 
last with the Confederate fl tg flying. 

Cap’a n Warne, of the schooner Laura Ann, 
arrived yesterday and reports that, on Satur- 
day week she was boardad bv the Confeder- 
ate steamer Florida. Capt.. Maffir, who re- 
quested Capt Warne to t ike aboard 27 nrison- 
e- s capture 1 from the paize ship Star of Peace, 
of Boston from Calcutta, laden with saltpetre, 
which vessel was destroyed a day before the 
Florida spoke the Laura Ann. She took the 
schooner Aldebaron, of Fairbaven, put a prize 
crew aboard, and went in chase of a large 
American ship then in sight. 

Captain Maffit offered a large sum to Cap- 
tain Warne to take the prisoners, but he re- 
fused. 

The Florida reports having been chased 
after leaving Barbadoes by the Vanderbilt, 
and, night coming on, Rhe tacked ship and 
stood for the Vaudertilt. all her lights having 
been extinguished and her steam stopped. 
The Vanderbilt approached and hailed to 
know if a steamer had passed. The reply 
was yes, and going at great speed right 
astern. The Vanderbilt Kept on after the 
will-o’-the-wisp. 

[From the Bermudian. March 25.J 

The steamer Florida left Carlisle Bay on the 
night of February 25 h, having taken in sup- 
plier. provisions, and coals. On the 6th inst., 
the Vanderbilt, bearing Flag- Admiral Wilkes, 
arrived, aud sailed again on the following day. 
In Demerara, the Governor had issued orders 
that should the Confederate privateer Alabama 
call for supplies, her Captain was to be told 
that none could be furnished witbin the time 
prescribed by the Imperial Government.

Washington, April 2. 

The Administration has not yet determined 
what course to pursue under the law authoriz- 
ing the President to grant tetters of marque 
and reprisal. The question has been discus>ed 
at more than one cabinet meeting, in connec- 
tion with the question as to proper means to 
adopt to prevent the construction aud sailing 
of rebel vessels from foreign porta. 

Rear Admiral Porter telegraphs the Navy 
Department that the rams Lancaster and 
Swi'zerland would not have be;»n allowed to 
go down the Mississippi bad he been on the 
spot to see that his orders were obeyed. 

He. adds that tbe rams were totally unpre- 
pared for the voyage, and that it was madness 
to attempt to pass the batteries in broad day- 
light. 

These rams were uot transferred with the 
gunboats oa the Western n vers to the Navj 
Department, blit still heiong to the War De- 
partment, and areurder command of Gen. 
Ellet. 

We learn that Captain Mosby, the captor of 
General Stoughtoo, commanded the rebels in 
the skirmish near Painesville on Wednesday 
morning, and was dangerously if not fatally 
wounded. 

Captain Flint, who commanded the Union 
cavalry was killed, and other officers wound- 
ed. 

A skirmish occurred yesterday morning 
near Drainesville between 150 of the 1st Vt. 
cavalry under Col Parsons and about the 
same force of rebels. The Union cavalry 
were discomlitted. a number ot men wounded, 
aud several taken prisoners.
